Mr. Metzger heads a board of 
directors, composed largely of Nar- 
berth men, who by force of num- 
bers and ability are capable of deal- 
ing expertly with all matters of fi- 
nance and commerce that come be- 
fore them. They have given their 
time and energy since the opening 
of the bank last May to promote its 
steady growth. The result has been 
most graifying for, from a small 
business begun in the dull summer 
months of last year, the deposits 
have climbed steadily upward.

The sale of the remaining raffle 
tickets was successfully managed 
by Mr. Metzger. Dr. Barnes top- 
ped the list of heavy buyers with 
$110 worth. 

Count Tristan B. duMarais, 
president of the fire company, in- 
troduced by the toastmaster as 
"beloved and esteemed by us all," 
was the first speaker. Pie praised 
the work of the 34 volunteers; ap- 
pealed for more support by resi- 
dents of the borough and fire dis- 
trict. 

"Narberth's population is now 
6700," he said. "There are 1600 
heads of families. If each was a 
contributing member at $3 per 
year, much of our financial 
troubles would be over," he stated. 
Unstinted praise of volunteer 
companies was given by Ross B. 
Davis, chief of the Philadelphia 
Fire Department, who was the 
next speaker. 

"I don't know of a fire company 
anywhere that has done the things 
the Narberth fire company has," 
he said. "A few years ago, if a 
fire got away from the city com- 
panies, we had to appeal to other 
cities. Now the splendidly train- 
ed and equipped suburban volun- 
teers are ready for call." 

He went on with an outline of 
fire-fighting methods and urged 
every home owner to know the 
construction of his own home, and 
to see that fire hazards were re- 
moved. He used; the disastrous 
Broad Street Station fire afc an ex- 
ample of the dangers of poor con- 
struction. .- 
Senator then took charge, pre- 



senting several pleasing vaude- 
ville acts, Mr. Hall introduced 
the celebrities present. They were : 

Chief Charles V. Noel, who 
made a brief and *stirring appeal 
for the abolition of shingle roofs. 
"Since the anti-shingle ordinance 
was shelved," he said, "we have 
had 16 fires attributable to shingle 
roofs."

A. Perry Redifer, former active 
member, now a hard worker for 
fire protection. 

Carl B. Metzger, who traced the 
great improvements in equipment 
and organization during the past 
four years. 

Peter C. Hess, Cynwyd deputy 
chief and Lower Merion township 
treasurer, who praised the new 
co-operative plan among Main 
Line companies and offered the 
good will of the Union Fire Com- 
pany. 

E. C. Griswold, president of 
Council. 

Daniel Leitch, councilman, a 
worker for the company. 

Dr. Albert C. Barnes, of Merion, 
president of the Barnes Founda- 
tion, god-father of the Narberth 
company. 

Dr. Barnes spoke in a practical 
way. He asked that further efforts 
be made to keep the Merion ter- 
titory properly divided between 
the Cynwyd and Narberth com- 
panies. He deplored the "flop" of 
the campaign to raise funds for 
new apparatus outside the bor- 
ough, urging that work be taken 
up again at once so as to take the 
burden from Narberth taxpayers.
